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FOREWORD 

Last November, when the Institute of International Education was planning 
an English and Orientation Center for Hungarian refugee students at Bard 
College, its advisory committee had to solve two major problems. The pro- 
jected two-month intensive English course for more than three hundred 
students would necessarily be taught by a faculty most of whom, though ex- 
perienced educators, were not language teachers. And there was not then 
available a textbook specifically designed to resolve the difficulties met by 
a Hungarian student learning English. In this unusual situation, the staff of 
the American Language Center of Columbia University, in whose classes 
over one hundred Hungarians had studied English since 1950, were asked 
to consult with and advise the Orientation Center faculty on language -teach- 
ing techniques, lessons, and laboratory practice exercises applicable to 
Hungarian students studying in an English-speaking environment. 

The six consultants all subsequently authors of this book spent several 
days at the Hungarian Orientation Center during the Christmas Holidays, 
in company with the Chairman of the American Language Center, who was 
a member of the Institute's advisory committee. This language -training 
team was directed by Dr. Lois Mclntosh and Mr. William Nemser. In addi- 
tion to Messrs. Abramson and Bineth and Miss Nowosielska, they were 
assisted by Professor Jane Kluckhohn, then on leave from the University of 
New Mexico and teaching at the American Language Center. As a direct 
product of this collaboration, the present textbook has been written by the 
six consultants, and by Mrs. Jean Distler Tafti, who later joined the group. 

That the application of modern linguistic knowledge to long teaching ex- 
perience has resulted in so substantial and informed a textbook in so short 
a time reflects the great credit due its authors. Their achievement gains 
further solidity from the fact that, while writing the textbook, they have 
been working daily with more than a score of recent Hungarian refugees 
now taking English classes at Columbia University. 

To the acknowledgment of indebtedness for professional assistance made 
elsewhere by the authors, I should like to add our joint expression of grati- 
tude to several persons who have made possible the book's publication. 
Vice-President John A. Krout a member of President Eisenhower's Co- 
ordinating Committee for Hungarian Refugees and Associate Provost 
William C. Fels, both of Columbia University, have given their encourage- 
ment to this project from its inception. Vice-President Albert G. Sims of 
the Institute of International Education has secured a grant of funds to as- 
sist in the publication of the book in this excellent format. And Rinehart 
& Company have provided the cooperation, the advice, the patience and the 
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vision which one might wish were the norm rather than the ideal in rela- 
tions between author and publisher.

TO THE TEACHER 



This book was written to meet an immediate need. The sudden influx of 
Hungarians to those Western countries where English is spoken found us 
without adequate teaching materials. There are, of course, many excellent 
English language texts, but apparently none based on a comparison of the 
language systems of English and Hungarian. 

Although our chief purpose in preparing this book was to provide ma- 
terial for teaching English to Hungarians, we have covered many problems 
shared by speakers of other languages. The language of the book is not 
Hungarian, and most of the lessons can be adapted to speakers of other 
tongues. We have used these lessons successfully in mixed classes with 
members from various language communities. 

We have based the present book on those contrasts between Hungarian 
and English that make the learning of English particularly difficult for a 
Hungarian. For example, since Hungarians do not have both /w/ and /v/ 
in their language, we can expect them to confuse English pairs like wine 
and vine. We have therefore included exercises which give them practice 
in hearing and producing these differences. Hungarian words are all 
stressed on the first syllable. Hungarian speakers would tend to pronounce 
not only the word grammar, but also the words pronunciation and vocabu- 
lary with initial stress. In Hungarian, when a suffix is added to a root, 
the last sound of the root changes according to the first sound of the suf- 
fix. Therefore, we particularly emphasize the fact that, on the contrary, 
the English plural suffix is chosen according to the last sound in the 
noun: dogs /dog a,/, cats /kseets/, foxes /faksijs/. Hungarian has 
singular and plural forms of nouns and verbs. However, after numerals, 
the singular forms are used. Thus Hungarians might say in English: 
Three boy arrives. In many cases we use a form of the verb be, where 
Hungarians would not use a verb. Therefore in speaking English, Hungar- 
ians sometimes say: The boys tails. The last example also reflects the 
fact that, in Hungarian, predicate adjectives agree in number with the 
nouns they modify. Again, many of the relationships between words in a 
sentence indicated by word order in English are indicated by inflection in 
Hungarian. In our exercises we therefore emphasize the use of word or- 
der as a grammatical device. These facts about English and Hungarian 
are typical of those which have dictated the choice and arrangement of 
our teaching materials. 

Because the language of the book is not Hungarian, the student learns 
English by hearing and speaking it. He does not rely on translation at any 
time. 

You will notice that each unit is divided into lessons, each of which 
takes up several grammar and pronunciation patterns* The grammar pat-

terns are reinforced by further practice in the pronunciation sections (for 
example, when regular plurals are introduced in Unit One, Lesson Two, the 
pronunciations are practiced in the corresponding pronunciation section). 
Phonetic transcription is used where it is needed for effective teaching. 
These lessons have been tried out in the classroom and have proved prac- 
ticable. 

We have not indicated time limits for these lessons. We assume that each 
pattern will be practiced until it is mastered completely. A beginning class 
would move very slowly through these materials. A relatively advanced 
group would use the early lessons as a review. 

You will notice that all directions are addressed to the student. It is his 
book. But your speech is his model. You start, he imitates you. It. is a good 
idea, particularly in the early stages, to have the class repeat after you in 
chorus. When rhythms are established, when shyness has diminished, the 
individual student may produce his sentence. 

The book emphasizes spoken language at all times. You will see that the 
grammar and pronunciation patterns are introduced in conversations, 
questions and answers, and anecdotes. Generalizations about the pattern 
accompany each presentation. We hope that you will apply each pattern to 
the immediate situation. Your students, your town, your daily life offer 
subject matter for further exercises. Such material makes the language 
more real and more useful to the students. 

The vocabulary has been selected by subject areas, beginning with terms 
for people and objects in the classroom. Your own class may have a special 
need for occupational terms like those of farm or factory life and these can 
be worked into the grammar and pronunciation patterns as they are pre- 
sented. 

Assignments have not been included in the text. Classes operate on dif- 
ferent schedules and students are preparing for different kinds of work. 
Assignments should be based on the lesson just taught and so far as pos- 
sible coincide with the interests of the student. For example, when the 
present tense is taught, the student might be asked to write about his daily 
activities. When the past tense is taught, the student might be asked to 
write about his daily activities of the week before, or the job he had in his 
country, and so on. 

While it is true that English is not the "same" language to all learners, 
certain essentials must be taught to everybody. The first five units cover 
beginning and intermediate language problems. Unit Six summarizes those 
patterns and suggests those yet to be taught. By the time the student reaches 
this unit, he will have acquired a firm foundation, and his advanced work in 
the language can be based on the structures indicated in Unit Six. 

An English language textbook, based on an aural/oral approach owes 
much to many precursors. We particularly wish to mention our debt to 
Professor Charles C. Fries. Our theoretical viewpoint owes much to Pro- 
fessor Uriel Weinreich. We owe a special debt to Professor John Lotz: the 
principal merits of the comparative analysis of English and Hungarian on 
which our book is based are his: the defects are our own. We thank him 
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also, as well as Professor William Cullen Bryant, II, for valuable sugges- 
tions on the general presentation of the text. We are grateful to other col- 
leagues for help of various kinds during the preparation of this book, and 
to Joan Cox and Susan M. Lederer for their assistance with the manuscript.

PRONUNCIATION 

A summary of the sound system of American English. 
/. Vowels and consonants 

The sounds of English are of two kinds, vowels and consonants. The 
vowels are the syllabic; that is, they can form syllables by themselves, 
and are always the loudest sound, or the syllabic peaks, in the syllable in 
which they occur. Also, when a vowel is pronounced, the breath does not 
make any friction sound in the mouth. Compare, for instance, the vowels 
/a/ ("hot") or / ae / ("hat") with the consonants /z/ ( a zoo) or /p/ 
("pay"). 

Vowels 
Vowels are made in this way: 

1. The air is pushed up from the lungs (as in breathing out). 

2. It is forced between the vocal cords in the throat. This makes the 
cords vibrate and causes voice. 

3. This buzzing sound of voice is changed by the changing shapes of the 
mouth cavity. The tongue and jaws, and the lips, move to make these 
different shapes. For instance, the tongue may be low and fronted 
and the lips spread as for /ae/ ("bat"), or it may be high and backed 
and the lips rounded as for /u/ ("boot")- 

4. Certain vowels are pronounced with the vocal organs tense, that is, 
with tightened muscles. Examples are /i/ ("leak") and /u/ (*Luke). 
Others are pronounced with lax or loosened muscles: /i/ (*lick"), 
/u/ ("look"). 

5. Certain vowels are pronounced while the tongue and jaw are moving 
upward. These are the diphthongal vowels like /e/ ("bait") and /o/ 
("boat"). Others are pronounced with the vocal organs at rest. 
Examples are /s/ ("bet") and /o/ ("bought*). These are the pure 
vowels. 
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The Vowel System 

When we plot the tongue positions of the vowels they form a quadri- 
lateral: 

/i/ is the highest front vowel 
/u/ is the highest back vowel 
/a./ is the lowest back vowel 
/ae/ is the lowest front vowel 

A line through these four points of articulation makes a quadrilateral. 
All other vowels, except /&/ ("above"), fall on this line. We can adapt 
and label the quadrilateral like this:

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The Syllabic Consonants 

The syllabic consonants are a group of sounds which are produced 
like consonants, but which form syllabic peaks like vowels. The sounds 
/ r,l,,jji / ("bird", "bottle", "button", "keep *em") are made in the 
same way as the corresponding consonants (see below), but they are the 
only " vowels" in the syllables in which they occur. Here are some ex- 
amples:

Consonants 

Consonants are made in this way: 

1. The air is pushed up from the lungs (as in breathing out). 

2. It is forced between the vocal cords. The vocal cords are wide 
open for voiceless sounds like /&/ and /p/, and very close together 
and vibrating for voiced sounds like /z/ and /b/, and the vowels 
(see Vowels above). 

3. The air is then released through the nose for nasal sounds like /n/ 
or through the mouth for oral sounds like / t , v , r /. Looking at 
the diagram of the vocal organs on the preceding page will help 
you. 

4. Nasal consonants. If the lips are brought together, /m/ as in "some" 
is formed. If the tip of the tongue touches the upper gum ridge, /n/ 
as in "sun" is formed. If the back of the tongue goes up against the 
back of the roof of the mouth, or velum, /r)/ as in "sung" is formed. 

5. Oral consonants. The oral consonants can be divided into three 
groups: stops, fricatives and liquids. 

A. Liquids. There are two liquids: central /r/ as in "ead", and 
lateral / 1/ as in "lead. " While the body of the tongue is gliding 
to or from the position for a vowel, the tip of the tongue bends 
up and back to form /r/. During the production of /!/, the tip 
of the tongue touches the upper gum ridge, or alveolar ridge, 
and the air is released along one or both sides of the tongue. 

The other two groups of oral consonants, the stops and the 
fricatives, occur as both voiced and voiceless. Vowels before 
consonants are longer than those before voiceless consonants. 

B. Fricatives. The air passage is narrowed at one point or another. 
This narrowing squeezes the air and produces friction at that 
point. With the lower lip against the upper teeth, you get the 
labio -dental / , v /, as in " ferry", and "very." With the tip of 
the tongue against the lower edge of the upper teeth, you get the 
dental /O, 5/, as in "ether" and "either." With the tip of the 
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tongue held close to the front of the palate, (the pre-palatal 
region), you get / s , z /, as in "seal* and "zeaL" With the 
blade of the tongue pulled back a little and held beneath the 
palate, you get / /> 3 / as in "Aleutian* and * allusion." The 
consonant /h/ is not a member of a voiced- voiceless pair. It 
is a period of voiceless friction with the vocal organs set for 
the following vowel, as in heat, hate, hat, hot, etc. 

C. Stops. The air passage is blocked at one point or another. If a 
stop consonant comes before a vowel, the air is then released. 
With the lips pressed together, you get / p , b / as in *pet* and 
* bet. " With the tip of the tongue against the alveolar ridge, you 
get / t , d / as in "ten* and *den.* For /t// and /dj/ the tip 
of the tongue touches the alveolar ridge as for /t/ and /d/. 
The blade is raised toward the palate as for /// and /3/.
